TBis expedition is magnificently furnished, 
and cannot hut add much to on,- knowledge 
of the polar regions. 
The Swedish govern- 


ment have at the same time projected an 
ice expedition to advance on sledges north 
from Spitzbcrgeu; and for this fifty reindeer 
are now being trained. There is also anoth- 
er German expedition projected, by way of 
East Greenland.

Mako half the plantation or bed perfectly 
clean, and keep it to by going over It once 
every Ihreo days, wilh a hand rake,to break 
up the whole surface as fine as practicable. 
This kills every weed before it comes up. 
The ground being clea': and mellow, it may 
be gone over with great rapidity. Iu the 
other half let the weeds grow fiva or six 
inches high (which they will ollen do in a 
fortnight, aud then clean them all out by 
hoeing and hand weeding. 
Keep an ac- 


curate account of the timo consumed for 
each mode of treatment, deduct tho dimin- 
ished amount of fruit grown in iho weedy 
patch, aud observe Ihe result.

ho told us he pn served Ihem. 
After being 


buried for months.lhe gropes were as sweet 
and finely flavored ag if just gathered from 
the vincy. 'Ihe process is cheap and may 
he easily tested. It it will preserve the 
grape?, a new and profitable business may ba 
bu It up. 
Bunches of fresh, lipe grapes in 


the spring would be a novelty, and being 
that, would command a high price. 
We 


hope Ihat some ot our grape growers will 
try Ihe experiment.
